Britain meets with many serious draw- 
backs, owing mainly to the extreme 
poverty of the patents of the childieu. 
A woman was recently summoned be- 
fore the magistrate in Southwavk, and 
was fined two shillings for not sending 
her ten-year-old daughter to -ilmnl, 
and in defense the pleaded that she 
was so poor that she could not proijnie 
a pair of shoes for the girl, and how 
was it then possible for her to pas the 
fine' 
In another i ase the mother 


stated that slic did not semi her i hil- 
drcn to school because j-hc had no 
breakfast to ghe them, and, to her 
mind, it would be adding; to their 
misery in making them learn their 
lessons on au empty .stomach. 
The 


mother, like a good many other'; of her 
class, was too proud to diselu-e her ab- 
ject want, and was even u n w i l l i n g to 
accept charit*hle assistance 
A simple 


remedy has been lotuul for such caV<< 
in the formation ut .soup kitchen'; con- 
nected with tlie schools in Ihe poor 
neighborhood in l.uge cities where a 
good, wholesome meal is furnished al- 
most at a nominal sum 
Thus at Birm- 


ingham one kind old} of soup is made, 
and if the dinner is rejected by many 
children it is giw-n up or some all (-ra- 
tion is made in the i-OLipe 
The popu- 


larity of eveiy dish is thus thoioiighly 
tested, and the result is a i omplcto 
surprise, as the cheapest torms of food 
are found to be, the most popular among 
tho children. 
If their t.isle lould 


be consulted, it would be found lh.it 
they would prefer pea or lent.il soup 
every clay, its they care not a jot for 
variety. It must, however, bo remem- 
bered that tho c.ue with \\hieh theso 
soups arc- made, the experiments that 
have been tiicd as to the best propor- 
tions of the ingredients and. the manner 
of cooking result in producing a form 
of food more palatable to children than 
any soups prepared in a first-class ho- 
tel. 
After repeated experiments the 


quantity of food sold for a half-penny 
(one cent) has been increased to three- 
quarters of a pint of excellent and nu- 
t ritious soup, together i\ ith two rounds 
of bread weighing about a quarter of a 
pound, one of which slues is spread 
w i t h jam. 
According to Count Kum- 


ford's ideas, and he ia a practical au- 
thority on suih questions, this meal 
should, lie moie th.m enough for an 
adult. Acting on this idea it has been 
found advisable to admit two Miiall 


i children for one half-penny to sham 


the meal between them, and now .some 
limes only a farthing is taken lot halt :i 
portion. It is gcnei.illy admitted that 
this method of -working is far supel un- 
to that where hirincial aid is given 
through volnnlan contributions. 
It 


leaches tho child habils of limit and 
self-reliance, and it is expected that 
with further expel imeiils dinners will 
soon be furnished to the children .is 
good, as abundant and as he.illhfnl as 
Those originally proudcd in the schools 
foi* one penny.— Cor. Han fr'iancisco 
Cull.

Illinois Weather Bulletins for Feb- 
ruary, 1887. 


The month was noted for its warmth, 


excessive cloudiness and precipitation in 
the form of rain. The mean temperature 
of the state averaged 3 degrees above the 
normal for the month; the highest tem- 
peratures were recorded from the 7th to 
the 10th, and the lowest on the 4th. The 
precipitation was heavy and evenly dis- 
tributed, averaging 1.6 inches above the 
normal for the month. The snowfall was 
barely appreciable, except in the extreme 
northern counties, where it averaged 1C 
inches. 
Thunderstorms with hail ant 


sleet were frequent. West to northwest 
gales were reported on evening of 26tl 
and morning of 28th, caused by a snow 
storm moving easterly over the lakes 
(This storm developed on the north Pa 
cific coast on a. m. of 23d. It was cen 
tral in Wisconsin and the north part o 
this state on a. m. of 26th, disappearing 
on the Atlantic on the 28th.) The sun 
shine did not exceed 35 per cent for the 
month. The cold wave predictions o 
the 2d-4th, 8th-9th, 10th-12lh, 23d 25th, 
and 26th- 27th were fully jiihtilied; that 
of the 14th-15th was not justified, the 
temperature tailing but ten degrees.
